nfl were called in to be lreard at the bar againft it, in behalf of 
tie Company. Mr Kous was heard frit, and Mr Erskivre next. 

Mi Rows, the {landing countel for the Eatt India Company, was 
pike to the bar. The learned counfel began, by exprefling the ank- 
fituation in which he {tood, as the evil he was about to complain 
wht only be redrefizd but by the very perfoas who were, perhaps, 











to profit-from it. The Houfe had made themfelves judges ‘of the 
eafe' in which they were only a party ; and as the’point he pleaded fot 
could only be gained but by the departure of the Houfe from their 
own refolution, he looked forward with a very defponding hope. The 
learned counfelgnaving ingenioufly enlarged upon thofe heads, denied 
that the Company had evetiadmitted, that their territories belonged 
to the Crown of Great Britain. ‘The queftion had been delayed from 
time to time, and ought now to be determined, not by the Honfe, 
but by a judicial proceisia the Courts of law below. Every individual, 
he faid, held his eftate by Jaw, and fo did the Eaft Indis Company,: 
Nay, their right of territory belonged to them ; for any thing that had 
been urged againft ir, as the claim the Public laid to them, was 
grounded on a {yppofition that thefe territories had been acquired by 
conqueft, which was an aflertion wholly unfupported, fivce great past 
of their territories had come to them by different means, and fince 
Bombay, in particular, had been ceded to them. ‘The learned coun- 
fel contended, that if the Tloufe paffed the bill before them, they 
would rob tue Company. by an ex poft sao law, of the fum of 60,0001. 
If the Houte fhould perfift in the demand, why dot refer de to the 
Courts below? Jt vas the right of the febje@, Grom the fic to the 
laft, that they could in all cufes, wherein either property. or perfon 
was concerned, have it inveftigated and brotight to iffae in a court of 
juttice or equity. And why might not the Company have an appeal 
to the fame kind of tribunal as was open to all other perfons? This 
the learned gentleman argued upon with great fpirit\and ingennity ; 
and concladed,by exhorting the Honfe to wave the indecency of judg- 
ing of a matter in which they were 4 party. cart ae 

Mr Erskine followed next, and began with infifting upon the right 
the Company had to appeal to the Courts helow. He averred, that 
ifthe Public had any right to a participation, the Minifter-had never 
proved what that participation ought to be; nor had it ever been 
thewn, if the Pnblic had a right to a participation, that 600,000 1. 
was aproper one, For his part, whatever motive he might think af> 
cribeable to the legiflature, he could never reconcile their prefent 
conduct with the principles of juftice, as the Houfe had not taken any 
thing away from the Company under an idea that they had acquired it 
improperly ; for if that had been the cafe, they woald have reftored 
it tothe Mogul. But the Honfe were ready enough to. fake from the 
Company, for the ufe of thé Public, what they pronopnced them te 
have got unlawfully. If it were otherwife, they would Rave ordered 
back to the Mogul what the Company had taken’ front him; and as 
they had not done that, it was fair to conclude that the Company had 
not pofleffed themfelves of what they had in an unjuft manner; and 
yet the Houfe had thought fit to make a claim upon it.’ They could 
not allow that the Company had taken it fairly, and yet they had no 
feruple of thinking it fair to take it from the Company. ‘The learned 
counfel complained muth of the art with which the Crown lawyers 
had drawn up the preamble of the bill, which ftated the bill to be the 
very reverie of what it was. From beginning to .end, it was neither 
more nor lefs than a feries of the grofleft fies, and moft fcancelous 
falfehoods, full of deceit and fallacy ; and all this, becaufe the Ciown 
lawyers who played the trick, very well Knew, that, withont fuch a 
bolus, the bill would never-have been fwallowed. He faid, the caufe 
he was pleading put him in mind of the firtt time he ever had the ho- 
nour of pleading before that Houfe ; and it was in the cafe ofa per- 
fon who had a contett in itfue between himfelf and the Chancellor of 
Oxford. He had reafon to remember it, becaufe he had the good for- 
tune to win the caufe; and he did not doubt of alfo obtaining his fuit 
as readily againft the Chencellor of the Exchequer. He concluded a . 
tpeech, an bonreineslinptindtr saith twas ste Me 
cute af its being incompetent to the thing, as the Leys 
pais an aét to render it as competent as it need to be. If the juflice 
of the Houfe, in which he had the highe(t confidence, could be won 
todo this, he thould have fome hope, but at prefent he had none, as 
he was arguing a caufe with the Houte when the Houfe were a paity, 
when the Houfe were the judges, when they were the jury, nay, the 
very Sheriffs, and had their olfcers.ready, at a moment's warning, to 
take out execution. : ‘ 

After the Counfel had withdrawn themfelves from the bar, Mr 
Fenkinfon vote in fapport of the bill, and faid, that as it was an admit- 
ted point, that the King of Great Britain was the Sovereign of every 
thing included under the idea of the Britith Empire; fo he certainly 
had a juit right to the revenue, for that fovereignty and revenue went 
together, and were ome and the fame thing. As to the referring the 
matter in difpute toa Court of Law, thit would be a very unpleafant 
thing, and ful jeét to much inconvenience, befides tofs'of time, and a 
great deal of expence and trouble ; and the affair would, in the end, 
come again before the Houfe : Another thing, too, to be confidered, 
was, that the matter was of the nature of a matter of faét, dnd not of 
law; and that, if the bill thould go to the Lords, he trufted no. one of 
their Lordthips would think of putting a cafe upon it for the opinion — 
of the Judges. He maintained, that, from the journals of the Houfe, 
it was clcar, that the Company had no right to territori¢s er revenue ; 
for, in the year 1756, they prefented a petition’to the Houfe, -pray- 
ing, thet they might have power to make peace and war, and be efta- 
blithed in their territories, in order that they might be enabled to de- 
fray the expences of their vat eftablithment : which provéd heyond a 
doubt they did not think theméelves that they had any right to the 
revenue. “ 

‘This was further confirmed by the opinion of the fhen Crown Law- 
yers, Lord Camden and Mr Yorke, who gave it as their opinion, that it 
was proper to give the above power to the Company, as the King of 
Great britain had no counedtion with the Princes of the Eaft ; but, at 
the fame time, that the right of territory was in his Majefty. Te 
denied that the Company’s affairs were jn’a wore fituation now than 
before the pub ic interfered in them, they having difcharged, the lait 
feven years, three million eight ‘hundred thonfand pounds of their 
bond debt. Their revenves trom all the different parts of India during 
that period had been twenty-feven millions, while their expences had 
been little more than fifteen; from which circumftances, he thought 
the Cémpany conld very well allow thé public a liberal participation ; 
and that the fum of 600,000 1, new claimed from them, was no more 
than they ought to pay. 

Mr Fox denied that foverrignty and revenue were infeparable ; for 
the King of Great Britain. was Sovereign of America, and yet, never 
had it in his power to tax her. . "That power was in Parljament below. 
In regard his referring the matter to @ court of law, though it was not 
competent to it, Parliament might pafs a bill to render it 2; and to 
that it onglt to be referred s inftead of which, the. miniiter thonght 
it an unpledfant thing to go to law, and modeftly determined the 
matter in diipute himfelf; the minttter did not-venture to lay claim to 
the territory, but, at the fame time, made the Company pay for it. 
"They were only the tenants, and Government fhe landlords, who o- 
blized the Company to keep their territories, whether they would of 
woul! not, atid then made them pay jutt what they pleafed. The 
Honourable Gentleman iaid, that the taking away the 600,000 1. in 
difpnte, was neither more nor lefs than a robbery: 

The Lord Advocate of Scotland faid, that it appeared to him, that 
the honourable gentleman who had fpoken laft had niittaken, in fome 
meafitre, the quéttion properiy before the Honfe. Fer he, as well as 
the learned counfel, had fpoken as if a bill were depending before 
Parliament for a participation of the future revennes of the Eaft India 
Company’s fettlements, inftead of one for divifion of an inéome al- 
ready raif.d. He would confine bimfelt clofely to the quefion before 
them, which was, whether fix hundred thovfand pounds fhould not 
now be given by the Company to the Public, asa juft and reafonable 
proportion.of their territorial revenue? And if he fhould make it ap- 
pear that this was confonant to the practice or ufage between Parlics- 
ment and ihe Company, and agretable to format bargains formerly

Mr Gafuyne, fen. and Sir Gilbert Eliot efcnded the difcovery, and 
fupported the bill. At la(t.Mr Sawbridge moved, that the fecond 
reading thould be put off for three months; but this motion being re- 
jected, the bill was read. os ; 

The Attorney-General then brought in his bill for infolvent debtors, 
upon a more enlarged feale than was originally intended, which being 
read once, an order was made for reading it a fecond time.

He endeavoured alfo to demonftrate, that the «7 :blithment of 
another Bank would-be attended with fuch inconvenicncies, as w6uld 
render the plan almoft impraéticable ; fo that if he had held out to the 
prefent Bank Company the terror of a new one, in order to extort bet- 
ter terms from them, the objeét would be loft; as the Company knew 

very well, that the public good ftood in the way of a new Bank. ‘The 

Committee, he faid, was already apprifed of the terms which the Bank 

had offered for the renewal! of its charter; and he undertook to prove, 

that no premium had ever been exacted from that corporation for a re- 
newal of it, except the laff. In 1694, when the firlt charicr was grant-

Thefe were the terms upon 
which the charter had been at different times renewed; and as it was 
not, in the courfe of 90 years, the pragtice to exact a premium from 
the Bank, except in the laft renewal, he held himfelf juftified by pre- 
cedent, as well as by good and folid reafons, for not making a charter 
bargain with the Bank: He had agreed to the terms propofed, viz. for 
them to take Exchequer bills for 2,000,000 |. at 3 per cent. for three 
years, by which the Public would gain two and a half per cent. or 
150,000! for the three years: For if Parliament was now to borrow 
money, they could not get it under five and a half per cent. but as the 
Bank was ready to advance it at three, there was thus a gain to the 
Public of two and a half per cent. or 50,0001. a-year, for the three 
years ; the premium, therefore, to be paid by the Bank, according to 
the terms offered by them for the renewal of their charter, would be 
jutt 150,000 1. which though no very confiderable a fum in itfelf, was 
ftill greater than had been ever paid before for a renewal ; indeed, no 

remium had ever been given fince the eftablilhment, except when the 
aft charter was granted. After a varie-y of arguments, his Lordthip 
concluded, by moving, that towards raifing the fupply granted to his 

Majetty, Exchequer bills, bearing intereft 3 per cent. per annum, be 

iffued for 2,000,000 1. to the Bank of England; and that the fame be 

redeemable in three years.

Eaf} Indiaman, to his father in Adinburgh, dated St Fag, 
April 26. 

«“ We arrived here on the 11th, after a pleafant paffage of 
four weeks, and had very nigh completed our watering by the 
16:h, when a French ficet appeared off this ifland. About 
nine A. M. we cleared thip for engaging, and at ten they ftood 
clofe in and begun. We were rather unlucky in having an 
outfide birth, as our thip received the fire of the whole as they 
came in; and, what was worfe, they took us for a fifty-gun 
fhip. ‘Iwo accordingly came to an anchor, a 74 on our ftar- 
board quarter, and a 64 on our larboard bow, Monfteur at the 
{ame time ordering 300 men_to boardus Of.thefe only five 
were hardy enough to yenture, three of which were killed, and 
the other two made prifoners.. Finding ourfeives fo dangerouf- 
Jy fituated, we ent our cables, and bore away to leeward, with 
our main and fore-mafts thot through; our main, fore, and 
mizzen throuds, braces, and every rope that was of any fervice 
cut to pieces, | In this condition we beat about for four days, 
and agrived here on the fifth. The Commodore has given us 
every afhiteace in his power, and we expect to fail on the 28th. 
Oar lofS is not much, confidering how we were befer.. We 
had fix killed, and twenty-fix wounded ; among the former 
our fourth mate, a very promifing young man. The French 
Commodore had very bad intelligence concerning our force ; 
for they were not long engaged when they thought proper to 
turn tail to the leeward, with one of their feventy-fours in 
tow, a perfec wreck, not haviag fo much as a mait or rope on 
deck. Our Commodore gave chace, and certainly would have 
taken the whole, had it not been for going too far to leeward, 
and leaving this valuable fleet, with all the tranfports and 
troops, a prey to any enemy. We learn from the prifoners, 
that their whole force was two fhips of 74, three of 64, a fri- 
gate, and fourteen tranfports, with 5900 troops on board, 
bound for the Cape, where they were to be joined by four fail 
of the line from the Mauritius, to go again{t fome of our fet- 
tlements in India; but we hope the drubbing they have recei- 
ved will fo far retard their expedition as to enable us to reach 
the Cape before them. It feems very furprifing, that a French 
flect fhould have the audacity to attack us under a neutral fort; 
but the Portuguefe certainly will have redrefs. The troops 
and feamen are all in good health and fpirits, and with only for 
an opportunity of fervieg their King and country.. Many are 
the conjectures concerning their deftination ; but as yet nothing 
has tranfpired. I hope, however, in my next, to write good 
tidings to Old England. I was on the quarter-deck during 
the whole of the engagement, but received no hurt.”

Saturday night arrived in Leith Roads, the Refolution pri- 
vateer of Leith, Captain Moodie, after an unfuccefsful cruize. 
She is gone up to Inverkeithing Bay ; but, as the owners have 
nor loit all hopes of future fuccefs, the will foon again make a 
fecond attempt againit the enemies of our country, 

The Hannah, Cowel, from Lynn, arrived at Leith Satar- 
day morning. She was chaced by a large lugger privateer, a 
little to the north of the Humber, laft Tuefday, and narrowly 
efcaped. Saw the privateer drive two brigs afhore. Captain 
Cowel met with a frigate and fome cutter afterwards, to whom 
he communicated this information. 

Friday, the Cabot floop of war, of 14 guns, arrived in 
Leith Roads. She is to join Commodore Keith Scewart’s 
{quadron. 

The Anne and Mary, Charteris ; the Elliock, Kay ; the 
Lady Janet, Robertfon ; the Three Friends, Houfton ; the
